President 

At the Annual General Meeting in September, 1 was pleased to be able to 
move a vote of appreciation to my predecessor, Dr R.H.L. Ferguson, for the 
work he had undertaken for the Museum during his three year term of office. 
At the same meeting, Mrs Sheila Weight took office as Vice-President, the first 
time in the 115 year history of the Institute that this position has been held by 
a woman. 

Council 

During the year Mr C. Mountfort resigned as one of the representatives on 
Council, and Mr K. G. Hyland replaced him. At the Annual General Meeting 
Mrs D. M. E. Clark was elected to council, and Dr H. V. Coop, Mr J. M. Print 
and Miss J. Robb were returned to Council after the completion of their three 
year terms of office. At the same time, Dr Ferguson became Past President, 
whilst Dr J. D. Atkinson and Lt Col A.R. Hughes ceased to be members of 
Council. Both Council and the membership in annual meeting recorded their 
appreciation of the contribution both these former Presidents made during their 
many years service to the Museum. We are fortunate that Dr Atkinson con¬ 
tinues to serve on the Trust Board. 

Following the triennial general election, the representation of local authorities 
on the council underwent some changes. Mrs P. E. M. Phillips and Messrs W. 
R. M. Haresnape, K. G. Hyland and I. W. McKinnon were reappointed by their 
respective authorities, with Mrs M. B. Quinn and Messrs R. J. Grant and S. 
I. Ioane who were newly appointed. Mrs E. A. Wylie and Mr I. D. McKinlay 
were re-elected to Council, and Mrs C. McMurchy and Messrs R. M. Bennett, 
H. L. Bioletti, J. J. Rosser and S. F. Smythe were newly elected. The new Council 
has rapidly formed itself into an effective team, working hard for the benefit 
of the Museum. I must record the Institute and Museum’s gratitude also to those 
former local authority representatives who are no longer members of Council:

Institute Meetings: 

Our monthly meetings continue to attract a small but enthusiastic audience. 
Our thanks are recorded to the following lecturers: Dr Neil Cossons ‘Industrial 
Archaeology: conservation and interpretation’; Dr Patrick Moore, ‘Astronomy’; 
Sir Charles Fleming, Dr 1. A. E. Atkinson, Dr R. V. Grace, Mr C. R. Veitch 
‘Our Northern Offshore Island Heritage’; Prof J. Metge, ‘Whakatipu Tamariki: 
Maori patterns of childraising’; Dr N. E. Wickham, ‘Looking Beyond Rangitoto: 
basic thoughts on living at home and abroad’ (Tiwha Bennet Memorial Lec¬ 
ture); Dr David Galloway, ‘The Lichens of New Zealand’; Dr J. L. Newman, 
‘Some Scientific Hoaxes’; Prof. R. H. M. Langer, ‘Crop Plants: past, present 
and future’ (Cockayne Lecture). Members of the Museum staff spoke on 
‘Treasures of the Museum’ at our one lunchtime lecture. 

This year’s Archey Lecture to senior secondary school pupils was given by 
Mr J. S. Dugdale of the Entomology Division of the DSIR. Mr Dugdale spoke 
on ‘The Significance of Species’. 

Local Authority Meetings: 

Two evenings were held in March, to allow members of local authorities from 
throughout the Auckland province to become more familiar with the Museum 
and its work. Both evenings were well attended, and it was particularly pleasing 
to note the good response from members from more outlying authorities. As 
is recorded below, these authorities which now contribute voluntarily to the 
Museum have maintained their support at a high level. 


Museum Library: 

During 1983 Council gave considerable attention to the Museum Library. A 
report was commissioned from Mr R. Carroll, Manukau City Librarian, to act 
as a guide in the further maintenance and development of the Library. A sub¬ 
committee of Council spent some time making detailed study of Mr Carroll’s 
report and the situation in the Library. After consideration, Council adopted 
a series of recommendations concerning the Library, the most important of which 
affirms the place of the Library, as an essential and integral part of the Museum, 
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and Council’s commitment to providing adequate resources for the Library. The 
immediate effect of the report and its recommendations has been the appoint¬ 
ment of two additional staff for the Library. Other reorganisation is detailed 
below in the report of the Librarian. 

Museum Building: 

The programme to upgrade the public and staff toilets at the Museum, refer¬ 
red to in last year’s report, was brought to a successful conclusion by a hard¬ 
working sub-committee of Council, Mrs P. E. M. Phillips, her husband Mr W. 
Phillips and Mr J. F. Y. Schischka. The greatly improved facilities continue 
to be appreciated by those who use the Museum. 

Financial provision has been made for the replacement of the Museum lift, 
and a tender let for the work, though this will not take place until the end of 
1984. Mrs S. M. Weight acting as a committee of one organised a series of im¬ 
provements to the Museum Auditorium Supper Room. This facility is being hired 
by a wide range of outside organisations, as well as being of considerable use 
to the Museum, and the improved facilities should further add to its attrac¬ 
tiveness. Improvements to the Museum’s security and fire safety systems and 
procedures have continued. 

Gifts, Grants and Bequests: 

Once again, the community’s continuing support for the Museum has been 
expressed through a large number of gifts and grants this year. The Board of 
Trustees of the Auckland Savings Bank and the Sir John Logan Campbell 
Residuary Estate both made grants of $5000 towards the redevelopment of the 
Maori Gallery displays. The large number of people who visit these display areas 
will greatly appreciate the support by these two organisations for this major 
development programme. 

The New Zealand Lottery Board of Control granted $15,907 towards the salary 
and activities of the Museum’s Liaison Officer in her work with provincial 
museums. The Board also made a grant of $3000 through its Scientific Research 
Distribution Committee to Mr K. A. J. Wise for his ongoing research on forest 
insect faunas. The Minister of Internal Affairs made a further grant from the 
Board of $2000 in support of the conservation programme for the Sparrow 
photographic collection. 

A total of $2809 was donated by members and others towards the preserva¬ 
tion of the Walsh Flying School Film. This included a generous grant of $1000 
from the New Zealand Aeronautical Trust. 

Mr R. B. Sibson, a longstanding member. Council member, and Chairman 
of the Museum Committee of Council from 1976 until this year very generous¬ 
ly donated $2000 for the purchase of books, especially ornithology books, for 
the Museum Library. Mr A. H. O’Keefe also made the first of a promised series 
of annual donations for the purchase of books for the Library, and another 
longstanding member, and former Council Member and President, Mr S. G. 
Brooker, generously donated $600 towards Library purchases. 

The Disney Art Trust generously granted the sum of A$8000 which, as Mr 
Muir reports below, has been of very great use in the purchase of objects of 
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decorative art for display in the Museum. Mr Linnell bequeathed $1936, and 
Council resolved to put this sum towards the purchase of exhibits. 

Members once again supported the Museum by contributing to the special 
funds established to assist the Museum in purchasing monetary donations dur¬ 
ing the year.

Attendances 

Attendances for the year were 912,907, representing a considerable reduction 
from last year. While several factors may have contributed to this decline, Council 
believes that the increasing number of alternative leisure actitivities now available 
in Auckland is the principal factor involved. Although 900,000 visitors annual¬ 
ly is still a very respectable total, the Museum must endeavour to maintain its 
place as a leading attraction in Auckland. The display development programme 
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and the guided tour scheme are two of the ways in which this is being pursued. 

In conclusion, may I express my thanks to Council, and to the Museum staff 
for their work during the year.

Chairman of the Trust Board 

The Board has met twice during the year, once to conduct formal business 
and once to inspect the investment properties. This meeting gave members, and 
especially newer members of the Board, an opportunity to examine the Board’s 
properties at Manukau City (the Vaile property) and in Newmarket (the Cooke 
property). 

The Government freeze on rents has continued for the whole of the current 
year. This has prevented an increase in rents which was due for the Vaile pro¬ 
perty, keeping static the amount available to the Museum for the purposes of 
the Vaile Trust. This has caused some difficulty in the situation where the prices 
of the books and artefacts purchased from the Vaile income have not been 
restrained. The situation has however been totally outside the Board’s control. 
Some relaxation of the regulations is anticipated at the end of the year under 
review. 

The total of invested funds now stands at $1,361,880.

Trevor Bayliss, the Museum’s former Assistant Director and Curator of Ap¬ 
plied Arts was appointed by Council to the post of Honorary Curator of Asian 
Arts. Council was pleased to be able to recognise in this way Mr Bayliss’ service 
to the Museum between 1957 to 1978, as well as his ongoing support of the 
Museum. 

Lady Aileen Fox, the Museum’s Honorary Archaeologist, returned to lake 
up residence in Britain in June. Aileen was Acting Vaile Archaeologist in 1974-6, 
and made a major contribution to New Zealand archaeology during her eleven 
years here. The Museum wishes Lady Fox well for her retirement in Britain. 

Mr Karel Peters took up his appointment as Senior Conservator at the Museum 
in October. Mr Peters has been working in conservation in New Zealand for 
many years, as Senior Technical Officer at the University of Auckland An¬ 
thropology Department, and we are delighted to be able to draw on his con¬ 
siderable experience and expertise. During the year, Gerry Barton was promoted 
to the position of Conservator, and he and Karel Peters have established a good 
working relationship. The Museum has also been pleased to accept two interns 
in the conservation department. Julia Gresson and Greer Olsen are employed 
under the aegis of the Interim Committee for the Conservation of Cultural 
Property. 
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There have been several changes in Library staff. Diane Calder resigned as 
Library Assistant in order to take up a position at the University Library. Her 
place was taken by Mrs Mary Fitzgibbon. Two new staff appointed as a result 
of the review of the library undertaken by Council were Edmond Sun, assistant 
librarian with special responsibility for cataloguing, and Victoria Bell, clerical 
assistant. 

Gillian Chaplin left her position in the Display Department to take up an 
appointment at the Auckland City Art Gallery as Education Officer. Her place 
was filled by Geoff Logan. Virginia Bennett was appointed to replace Peter 
Gossage, who is now working on a free-lance basis, including contract work 
for the Maori displays at the Museum. Mick Pendergrast has been employed 
temporarily to assist in curatorial and preparatory work for the Maori displays. 

Council resolved to improve a major deficiency in the curatorial work of the 
Museum by providing technical assistance to two departments. Rosemary Gilbert 
and Dawn Hendry have taken up half-time appointments in the Entomology 
and Botany Departments respectively. Both of them had worked for the Museum 
previously under Labour Department sponsored schemes, and it is pleasing that 
they have now joined us on a more permanent basis. 

Mrs May Eichler retired as Coffee Lounge Manager in February. Mrs Eichler 
has been a highly successful manager of this important facility at the Museum, 
and its success is very much a result of her effort. Mrs Cathy L’Amie was ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Mrs Eichler. 

Mr Colin Whyte was appointed Deputy Senior Attendant. Mrs Maureen Taylor 
left to take up another position, and her place as Receptionist-Telephonist was 
taken by Mrs Mari Lees. Mrs Esther Smith retired as a cleaner at the Museum, 
and her place was taken by Mrs Esther Duncan. Mr Harry Rowe retired, and 
was replaced as the Museum’s maintenance man by Paul O’Donnell. 

The priorities of the Department of Labour in its allocation of personnel to 
the Project Employment Programme have changed markedly, to the Museum’s 
detriment. The Museum has not been successful in gaining Labour Department 
support for any new PEP schemes during the year. We were however grateful 
for the work of Dawn Hendry, Alan Leatherby and Kathryn Rountree during 
the early part of the year, as they completed PEP tasks approved earlier. 

Offsetting the effects of this diminished source of assistance was the subsidised 
Student Job Search Scheme which operated over the university summer vaca¬ 
tion. We were able to get support from the Labour Department for a number 
of projects, and were pleased to be able to employ Adrian Beasley, Jack 
Dragicevich, Annlouise Gapes, Annabelle Oliver, Jennifer Rattenbury, Jennifer 
Robertson, and Michael Whitehead under this scheme. 

Volunteer Guides 

One of the major achievements this year has been the establishment of the 
Auckland Museum Volunteer Guide scheme. In my report last year, I referred 
to the experience 1 gained in North America of the use of guides or ‘docents’ 
in museums there. In August we began a programme to train volunteers for 
guiding in the Museum. Most of our trainees were drawn from the membership 
of the Institute and Museum, and we are very grateful to them for the hard 
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work they put in to the training sessions. In December, almost all of those who 
had commenced the training completed the programme successfully, and 
‘graduated’ as Auckland Museum Volunteer Guides - their names appear in 
the staff list on page 6. Since December these guides have been offering their 
services to Museum visitors, both those booked in tour groups and casual visitors 
to the Museum. The numbers of Museum visitors, especially those from the local 
area wishing to be shown through the Museum has been rather lower than an¬ 
ticipated but all those who have taken tours have been enthusiastic in their ap¬ 
preciation of the service. I am confident that the guide programme fills a very 
real need in interpreting the Museum and its collections to our visitors, and that 
use of the guides will grow as people learn that they can enjoy a visit to the 
Museum more in the company of a skilled, and free, guide. For this reason, 
at the end of the year under review, plans were well advanced for the induction 
of a second group of trainee guides. 

The establishment of this new scheme and the training of the guides has been 
a task willingly shared by the Museum staff and myself in addition to our ex¬ 
isting duties. 1 must record my appreciation of all those members of my staff 
who have contributed to the success of the guide programme. I must also thank 
the guides themselves for their effort and enthusiasm in training, and in giving 
up time so willingly to act as guides in the Museum. 


Loans to United States Art Museums 

The Museum agreed during the year to loan 51 outstanding pieces of Maori 
art from Auckland Museum to the exhibition Te Maori which is to tour three 
major American museums in 1984 and 1985, commencing at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in September 1984. Because of the significance of the pieces, 
council gave its permission for them to be included only on condition that ap¬ 
proval was also given by the Maori tribal groups whose laonga these pieces are. 
The Museum was also careful to ensure that every possible security and conser¬ 
vation precaution would be taken with these irreplaceable objects. 

The decision to allow these pieces to travel was not lightly taken, but bore 
in mind the very large numbers of people who will see the exhibition in America, 
and the increased prestige this will create for New Zealand, for the Maori peo¬ 
ple whose laonga these are, and the museums of New Zealand. It is hoped that 
it will be possible for the exhibition to be shown in New Zealand after its return 
from the United States, before the objects are returned to the twelve museums 
throughout New Zealand which have loaned them. 

Council also agreed to a request from the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York to lend the wooden statue of the goddess Kave from Nukuoro Island for 
an exhibition showing the influence of tribal art on western art of the twentieth 
century. Again, approval was given only after careful consideration of the security 
arrangements, and the benefits to the hundreds of thousands of people who would 
not otherwise be able to see the statue. Council commissioned Leo Cappel, a 
former Museum staff member, to make a fibreglass replica of the statue, which 
will be displayed in place of the original during the eighteen months Kave will 
be away from New Zealand. 
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Maori Display Development 

Good progress has been made during the year on the major redevelopment 
programme in the Maori Gallery. Fuller reports are given below by individual 
staff members, but 1 would like to acknowledge the hard work which has been 
put into the programme by all the members of the staff team responsible, 
curators, designers and display artists, conservators, educators, and the clerical 
and other support staff. I must also echo the President’s remarks of gratitude 
for the financial support which has been given by the Sir John Logan Campbell 
Trust and the Auckland Savings Bank. 


Japan Visit 

The award of a short term visitors grant by the Japan Foundation enabled 
me to spend a fortnight in Japan during November. I spent the time examining 
Japanese museums, and historic places such as shrines and temples, as well as 
simply gaining an insight into the Japanese people, their history, art and culture. 
The information and experiences gained will be of great assistance in helping 
us to cater better for our increasing numbers of Japanese visitors at Auckland 
Museum, as well as in interpreting Japanese culture to New Zealand visitors 
to the Museum. I am very grateful to the Foundation for its support, and to 
the Museum Council for granting me leave. 

One very enjoyable part of my stay in Japan was the opportunity to visit the 
Museum and workshop of Mrs Aya Kiuchi of Hokkaido. Mrs Kiuchi is a renown¬ 
ed handweaver whose works are much admired in Japan, and in other coun¬ 
tries where they have been exhibited. This visit followed Mrs Kiuchi’s very 
generous presentation of a collection of 42 of her weavings to Auckland Museum 
for the people of New Zealand. 


Publications 

Bulletin number 13 of the Auckland Institute and Museum was published dur¬ 
ing the year. “Carved Maori burial chests: a commentary and a catalogue”, by 
the Museum’s Honorary Archaeologist Lady Aileen Fox, is a definitive study 
of these remarkable carvings, many of which are in the Museum’s collections. 

The Records vol. 20, published on 23 December 1983, contained papers on 
archaeology and ethnology by Aileen Fox and Richard Cassels, R. C. Green, 
Nigel Prickett, D. R. Simmons and by D. R. Simmons and Te Riria; a paper 
on three pianofortes in the Museum by Angela Annabell; papers on botany by 
E. B. Bangerter and A. E. Wright; and papers on zoology by W. O. Cernohor- 
sky, B. J. Gill, D. K. F. Graham and K. A. J. Wise. Mr Wise, as editor of both 
the Bulletin series and the Records has had a particularly heavy workload with 
these two publications and a further Bulletin in preparation; the museum is much 
indebted to him. In addition may 1 thank the members of the Editorial Com¬ 
mittee, Professor Green, Professor Newhook, Miss Robb and Associate Pro¬ 
fessor Seaman for their work for the Museum.

A TV film called “Shadows on the Land” dealing with the development of 
Maori fortifications in New Zealand has been recently completed and will be 
shown during 1984. Other engagements during the year included twenty inter¬ 
nal tours of the museum galleries to groups and important visitors. An impor¬ 
tant increase has been noted in the number of Maori groups wishing to visit 
the reserve collections. Many of these groups were specialists wishing to view 
particular parts of the collection, such as carving and basketry. Tours of Auckland 
archaeological sites and other features were taken on three occasions. Lectures 
given in the museum or given to the University departments of Fine Arts, History 
and Continuing Education numbered twenty eight, while twenty four clubs were 
addressed. Eight interviews were given on radio or television. Marae occasions 
at which 1 had to speak numbered ten. 

The Museum has assisted a number of feature journalists to prepare material 
for release in the United States at the time of the exhibition Te Maori. We have 
also assisted with making a TV film to be screened at the same time on public 
television networks in the various centres. 

An important occasion during the year was the return of a mummified body 
of a woman and child to its tribal area. These remains arrived in Auckland 
Museum with the Fraser collection from Whangarei in 1944, but were never part 
of that collection. They were for many years stored in an inaccessible area of 
the Museum. In 1950, 1 was visiting friends at Takahiwai, South Whangarei 
Heads, when the elders of the village told me of the lost body of a woman and 
child which had been removed from the Poor Knights Islands. They hoped that 
I would know where the bodies had gone. When I later saw the remains in the 
Museum, I recognised them by the description and waited for a suitable oppor¬ 
tunity to return them to their tribal area. After much discussion with the elders 
at Whangarei as to the correct disposal of the remains, it was decided that they 
should be returned to the Mokau marae of Ngati Wai, and then to be buried 
at Oakura Beach with other burials from the Poor Knights Islands. The party 
which conveyed the remains to Mokau consisted of Te Ariki Nui Te Riria, myself 
and Mrs Arthur. Te Riria accompanied the remains as the body is that of Wihoe 
and her infant son, Hikihiki, who were of the ariki line of Nga Titoki, the former 
inhabitants of the Poor Knights. After the death of Hikihiki, the ariki line passed 
to Ngati Wai in the person of Tuparehuia who lived about 15 generations ago. 

The ceremony had a sequel in that later a group of tribal elders from Whangarei 
paid a formal visit to the Museum to recognise the service done for them by 
the museum in returning the bodies. After a welcome on the marae of Pukekawa 
extended by myself, assisted by Mrs Arthur and Mr Muir, the elders were taken 
to see the reserve collections. Later, discussions took place on the fate of the 
Fraser collection, which is being held for safekeeping in this Museum on behalf 
of Whangarei City Council and the Fraser family. 1 was able to reassure the 
elders that, under the conditions of William Fraser’s will, the collection would 
be returned to Whangarei once a fireproof museum building was erected. 

The display of the Maori Court is now underway. The overall reorganisation 
will consist of the eastern gallery being devoted to the life ways of prehistoric 
New Zealand. The cases will be organised under the rubric of the departmental 
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gods. Ranginui, the Sky Father from whom comes man’s mana and spiritual 
being. In this area, navigation, archaeology, belief and ritual and the develop¬ 
ment of the art forms will be shown. Tangaroa, god of the oceans whose children 
are the fish of the seas and rivers. This area will deal with fishing and fishing 
gear from the earliest times until the late 19th century. The area of Tane, god 
of the forest is the place for looking at the uses of plants for making basketry 
and fibre, trees for wood and the hunting of Tane’s children, the birds. Haumia 
is god of fernroot, an important crop in ancient times. The section governed 
by Rongo, god of agriculture was that of cultivated plants and gardening. The 
earth we stand on is Papatuanuku, the Earth Mother, hers are the rocks which 
were used for adzes. Here we will depict a section of the quarry at Tahanga, 
the earliest exploited rock in Aotearoa. The final section will be that of 
Tumatauenga, god of war and men, weapons, personal adornment and the things 
of man will be shown here. A centrepoint of the hall will be the tokowananga 
sticks, a set of sticks symbolising the gods which were used by the Ngati Pou 
tribal experts when teaching in the whare wananga, the college of learning. These 
will be placed in a special case and give coherence to the whole display. In pride 
of place at the front will be the Kaitaia carving displayed at its correct height 
and able to be viewed from both sides. At the end of the hall in a free-standing 
position will be the maihi and kuwaha of the Te Whanau a Apanui pataka named 
Tairuku Potaka which stood at Maraenui and Raukokore before being hidden 
at Te Kaha. It is known to many as the Te Kaha carving. 

The central Maori Court will change little in the display. It will remain a display 
of the prestige objects of the 19th century. Entrance from the foyer will be flanked 
by the Goldie portraits so that all visitors will be conscious of the old people 
as they approach the meeting house and marae. The war canoe will move back 
to allow more room on the marae and the pataka, Te Puawai o Te Arawa, will 
turn to face the marae. Along the wall in front of the marae will be the palisade 
posts and those which now lack posts will be raised again to look down on the 
marae area. 

The eastern gallery of the Maori Court will house the tribal cultures and feature 
the treasures of each tribe. The centrepiece here will be the Manuaute, the man 
kite, with behind it the Pukeora gateway depicting Tutanekai. A main feature 
of the hall will be a special case to house the very tapu adze Iriperi Ko Tama. 
This adze, which has a genealogy of twenty-five generations from the first holder, 
unites most of the tribes. An important place will be given to the wakatupapaku, 
the bone boxes deposited by the Te Roroa and Ngati Hine tribes of Northland. 

The Museum is fortunate in obtaining the services of Mr Mick Pendergrast 
to assist with display in the Maori Court. He is an expert in flax work and, besides 
doing all the necessary checking of pieces, has also made a model seine net and 
other pieces for use in the displays of fishing gear. The Assistant Ethnologis , 
Mrs Nola Arthur has often been called on for her expertise as a Kai Karanga 
(caller) on the Pukekawa marae, and continues with her methodical catalogu¬ 
ing work. She is also helping to prepare an index catalogue of prominent Maori 
for the library. Mrs Mary Best, working under the Antiquities Act grant has 
coped competently with the mountain of paper work produced by myself and 
the archaeologist Nigel Prickett, most of which she has been able to produce 
as readable copy for publication. 
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An important Maori belt made from flax has been obtained through the good 
offices of Mr Anthony Jack, a New Zealander who is a dealer in London. It 
is a unique belt of very fine workmanship which has been identified as that worn 
by the tohunga who carried the sacred adze Iriperi Ko Tama on ceremonial oc¬ 
casions. Mr Jack saw the belt, recognised it as Maori and contacted the museum. 
It is singularly appropriate that this belt should now be in this Museum. 

A deputation was received in the beginning of 1984 consisting of Mr T. Tuiana 
and others from Mapumai village, Atiu, Cook Islands. Mr Tuiana is the grand¬ 
son of Parua Ariki who placed the ancestral double canoe Te Kiva o Te Rangi 
in this museum. When the canoe was brought in, its name was given to Te Toki 
a Tapiri, the Maori war canoe. In return the name Te Toki a Tapiri was given 
to Te Kiva o Te Rangi by the Maori ariki, so that now both canoes have two 
names. The people of Mapumai village wish to keep their canoe warm so they 
have presented to the Museum a barrel for making orange beer and a seat to 
be placed with the canoe in the Canoe Hall. This has now been done. 

Two important dog-shape bowls have been received. One is a cast obtained 
by exchange from the Staatliches Museum fur Volkerkunde, Dresden, East Ger¬ 
many. The original of this bowl was made for a wahine ariki, Hinematioro, 
the paramount chieftainess of the Ngati Porou tribe of the East Coast in the 
18th century. Her grandson was Te Kani a Takirau who, as a young man, met 
Captain Cook at Tolaga Bay in 1769. The bowl reached Dresden in 1899. Dog 
bowls are rare as they were used for serving to ariki. About 1900, photographs 
of the large Dresden bowl were sent to the Ngati Tarawhai carvers then work¬ 
ing at Ruato, Lake Rotoiti, who made copies of the bowl. The Museum has 
recently obtained by exchange from the Australian Museum in Sydney, one of 
these bowls carved by Te Amo a Tai, one of the Ruato carvers. It was received 
in exchange for a carved burial tree from Dubbo, N.S.W. which was returned 
to the Australian Museum.

Curator of Applied Arts 

The Department has seen a year of steady growth and consolidation with an 
emphasis on the expansion of the collections, rearrangements to the displays, 
and reorganisation of the storage areas. More time has been devoted to the iden¬ 
tification of objects and the supplying of information. This aspect of the 
Museum’s services to the public has been well served by the Department’s 
honorary curators, Mr W. Ross-Lowe, Mrs Judy Smith, and Dr David Smith, 
whose work-load has increased dramatically and whose specialised knowledge 
has been, and continues to be, invaluable. The appointment of the Former 
Curator of Applied Arts, Mr Trevor Bayliss as Hon. Curator of Asian Arts has 
been a very important addition to this group of specialist volunteers. His ex¬ 
haustive knowledge has already been of great benefit. 

The continuous cataloguing of new accessions into all sections of the depart¬ 
ment, and the very responsible work of keeping the furniture, silver, and pewter 
in the best possible condition has been largely the untiring and meticulous work 
of Mrs Audrey McBirney. Due to Mr Ross-Lowe’s poor health, Mr Muir has 
spent more time taking guided tours around the Disney Hall of English Fur- 
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niture and dealing with enquiries of that nature. A number of these groups have 
also been shown parts of the extensive collection of textiles and costumes by 
Mrs Judy Smith. Groups of studio potters from throughout the Auckland region 
visited the Museum throughout the year and were given guided tours of the reserve 
collections. Dr David Smith, the Hon. Horologist has also had a busy year. A 
continuous and greatly increased stream of enquiries concerning the identifica¬ 
tion of time pieces, possible donations, repairs, and general information has 
been referred to him throughout the year. 

In addition to these activities within the Museum, there were outside visits 
and lectures as well. Late in the year I spent several days at the Hawkes Bay 
Art Gallery and Museum in Napier helping with identification of objects and 
the recataloguing of the Asian collection. 

Displays within the department have seen a number of changes and rear¬ 
rangements. Mr Ross-Lowe very kindly donated four explanatory panels outlining 
the major periods of furniture development and these were installed on the col¬ 
umns in the Disney Hall of English Furniture. The representation of early oak 
furniture was augmented by the purchase of a tridarn, or three-piece Welsh 
dresser of about 1700. The funds for this important and rare example came from 
the Disney Art Trust. Mr Charles Disney continues to take a close interest in 
the work of the museum. 

Mrs Diana Annandale and Mrs Val Penlington, members of the Auckland 
Spinners and Handweavers Guild, have continued to make changes to the hand¬ 
weaving displays in the Botany Hall, displaying recent work by guild members 
as well as a very interesting group of spinning wheels and related equipment. 

The silver, glass, and pottery displays in the Logan Campbell Gallery, have 
been thoroughly reorganised. The studio pottery display has featured impor¬ 
tant pieces of New Zealand commercial ceramics and studio pottery acquired 
during the last two or three years including important examples of the pioneer 
potters Luke Adams, J. Rancich, Briar Gardner, Olive Jones, and William 
Spears. The display reflects not only recent purchases of importance but also 
outstanding gifts from the late Miss Frances Irwin Hunt, Miss J. C. R. Webster, 
and Miss Louise Gardner. A selection of purchases of New Zealand, Australian, 
British, Japanese, and American studio pottery made for the Disney Art Trust 
has also been a feature of the pottery display this year. As in previous years, 
the Numismatic Society of Auckland mounted a very interesting display which 
drew a great deal of interest. Mrs Aya Kiuchi of Hokkaido, Japan presented 
an outstanding collection of her weaving to this museum to be held on behalf 
of the people of New Zealand. The entire collection went on show in the Special 
Exhibitions Hall in February when it attracted much favourable attention. 
Preparations are now well in hand for a national tour which will include ten 
centres, lasting until early 1986. The Museum was honoured by the attendance 
of Mrs Kiuchi and her son at the opening of the exhibition, and the presenta¬ 
tion of three more pieces of her work. 

Storage facilities have had to be constantly modified to keep pace with the 
growth of the collections and their need to be accessible to members of the public. 
New storage racks were made so that the bulk of the textile collection could 
be relocated and given more space. Its former location now contains the studio 
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pottery collection which also has room to expand as well as being more accessi¬ 
ble. Reorganisation has also taken place in the clock storeroom where the steadily 
growing collection of studio glass is now housed. 

A number of objects have been lent to other institutions. Several examples 
of late nineteenth century British Ceramics are on loan to the Dowse Art Gallery, 
Lower Hutt, for a special exhibition, and a group of art deco ceramic objects 
have gone to the Hawkes Bay Art Gallery Museum for the same purpose. A 
collection of nineteenth century Japanese bronzes is on loan to the Cambridge 
Museum, for a temporary display, and objects illustrating the history of writing 
are on loan to the Papakura and Districts Museum. 

An article on the Asian and New Zealand Ceramics in the collections was 
written for the Art Galleries and Museum’s Association News, as well as an ar¬ 
ticle on the work of Briar Gardner for the Auckland Historical Society’s Journal. 

The Auckland Studio Potters deposited examples of the work of several local 
and overseas potters. The MacKelvie Trust deposited a Serpentine Commode 
of native New Zealand woods. 

Purchases made by the Disney Art Trust in addition to those already men¬ 
tioned included New Zealand weaving and glass, an antique Moroccan rug, two 
Indonesian textiles (ikats), a Victorian marble and ormolu clock bracket, three 
pieces of antique Indonesian silver, three Japanese textiles, and two Indonesian 
textiles. 

The many other donations to the collections during the year are gratefully 
acknowledged. Special mention should be made of the collections of Chinese 
Jade and silver from Mrs H. Neville Pountney, pottery by William Speers and 
Louise Gardner presented by Miss Louise Gardner, and British ceramics given 
by Dr M. L. MacDougall.

E. Earle Vaile Archaeologist 

During the year considerable time has been taken up with preparation of the 
new Maori gallery displays. Archaeological fieldwork has been restricted to a 
few short periods. In late March 1984 I spent a week on the Chetwode Islands, 
Marlborough Sounds, with the Offshore Islands Research Group, where 23 ar¬ 
chaeological sites were recorded. Other field trips include some days in the Bay 
of Islands district with Lady Aileen Fox, and a number of short trips to the 
North Auckland, Auckland and Waikato regions looking at sites or viewing cur¬ 
rent excavation work or problems in archaeological conservation. I visited 
Dunedin and Invercargill to speak to the Otago and Southland Anthropological 
Societies, give a seminar at Otago University, work at Hocken Library and to 
visit important archaeological sites on the Otago and Southland coasts. 

Publication work during the year has included the continuing job as editor 
of the New Zealand Archaeological Association Newsletter. The Museum Records 
has published articles resulting from fieldwork in Taranaki and on Kapiti Island. 
Honorary Archaeologist, Lady Aileen Fox, has had her important work “Maori 
burial chests. A commentary and a catalogue” published as a Museum Bulletin, 
as well as papers published in the New Zealand Journal of Archaeology and 
the Museum Records. 
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The year was my last as New Zealand Archaeological Association nominee 
on the Board of the New Zealand Historic Places Trust and chairman of the 
Trust’s archaeology committee. It was a particularly onerous year as there were 
a number of additional policy meetings resulting from the State Services Review 
Committee report on the Trust’s activities. In addition 1 have continued on the 
Council of the New Zealand Archaeological Association. Thanks are due to the 
Museum for its continued support of these activities. 

During the year the Museum was visited by Mr and Mrs John Brown of the 
Samoa Museum at Apia. The Archaeology Department holds important deposit 
collections of archaeological material from a number of Samoan programmes, 
including those of Golson in the late 1950s, Green and Davidson in the 1960s 
and Jennings in the mid-1970s. It has always been agreed that when a national 
museum was established, these very important research collections would be 
returned to Samoa. The objective of a national museum is now being pursued 
in Samoa and plans are being drawn up for a proper building. For the present, 
however, it has been decided to take from the deposit collections only a small 
number of items, to be used in current displays (in what is a converted private 
house). The selection of this material was made in consultation with Professor 
Green of the Anthropology Department, University of Auckland. 

The Archaeology Department continues to have a high number of visitors, 
including the general public and professional archaeologists and students who 
wish to work on parts of the collection. In addition I have given a number of 
talks to groups and societies in the Auckland region and beyond. 

I would like to thank Joan Lawrence and Kathy Prickett for their voluntary 
help in the department. Joan Lawrence has been much concerned with prepara¬ 
tion of a report on 1968 excavations at Pukearuhe, north Taranaki. Kathy 
Prickett has been increasingly consulted for identifications of stone materials 
used in artefact manufacture in the Auckland region.

Botanist 

About one third of the year was spent in the field collecting for the herbarium, 
preparing reports on the vegetation and flora of various areas and leading field 
trips. I visited the Motukawao, Tiritiri Matangi, Rurima, Poor Knights, Three 
Kings, Motuopao, Mokohinau, and Chetwode Islands. Mainland field research 
concentrated on the Far North area which is under great threat due to changes 
in land use for exotic forestry, farming and mining. A detailed study of the flora 
of the Surville Cliffs at North Cape has been begun. Further collecting trips 
were made to the Puketi, Otangaroa, Omahuta and Waipoua State Forests, the 
Kaimaumau Swamp, Mangapurua Valley, Mt Pirongia, western Northland and 
East Cape. 

Overseas visitors in the last year included world-renowned lichenologists Dr 
Mason E. Hale from the Smithsonian Institution and Dr David J. Galloway 
from the British Museum. Dr Galloway spent some time working in the her¬ 
barium, and later gave a lecture on New Zealand lichens in the Institute series. 
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I have given lectures during the year to the Auckland and Wellington Botanical 
Societies, the Offshore Islands Symposium, and a public meeting at Tutukaka. 
Advice and assistance have been given to a number of agencies preparing 
botanical material. These include the Auckland Regional Authority, the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, Noxious Weeds Inspectors, Television New Zealand and Rank 
Xerox Ltd. 

In addition to preparing the Museum’s submissions to the Minister of Lands, 
Energy and the Environment on the Kaimaumau wetlands, written submissions 
were made regarding rodent control on off-shore islands, and the Wildlife 
Amendment Bill proposed to incorporate rare plants. At the request of Coun¬ 
cil, I presented the Museum’s objections to the Wildlife Amendment Bill in per¬ 
son to the select committee. The provisions of the bill relating to rare plants 
were eventually withdrawn after widespread opposition. 

Preparations for the symposium on the offshore islands of northern New 
Zealand took up much of my time. Over 150 attended a successful four days 
of scientific papers, management discussions, field trips and social activities. 
With Dr R. E. Beever, I am now editing the proceedings of the symposium. 

In August I attended SYSTANZ and Ecological Society conferences in 
Auckland. The annual meeting of New Zealand herbarium curators was held 
at the Museum at the conclusion of these conferences. 

The 60th anniversary of the death of T. F. Cheeseman, was marked by a display 
of living native plants. The special exhibition hall was transformed into a 
woodland with over 300 plants ranging from the tiny primitive fern ally 
Phylloglossum to a three metre high kauri tree. The Poor Knights lily, Xeronema, 
provided a magnificent display of flowers to welcome visitors to the exhibition. 
The co-operation of the Auckland City Council, the University of Auckland 
and Platt’s Native Plant Nursery in the provision of plant material is gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The University of Auckland centenary celebrations in May 1983. As contribu¬ 
tions to the centenary, I completed histories of the Auckland Field Club over 
the past ten years, and of the foundation Professor of Geology, A. P. W. 
Thomas. 

Research on a wide variety of subjects is being pursued as time allows. Dur¬ 
ing the year, two major manuscripts were finalised; a revision of Beilschmiedia 
in New Zealand', and an account of New Zealand herbarium resources. The con¬ 
servation status of the Three Kings Islands endemic flora was written up and 
published in the Museum’s Records and a short illustrated account of Elingamila 
at Three Kings Islands was published in Forest and Bird. 

A major review of the specimen exchange programme with other herbaria 
was carried out during the year. The exchange programme was initiated by T. 
F. Cheeseman in the late 1870’s, and included herbaria in Australia, Britain, 
Europe and the United States of America. This Museum’s herbarium consequently 
has very strong holdings of overseas material. Analysis of current exchange 
agreements showed a heavy preponderance of North American partners (no doubt 
reflecting the greater availability of resources on that continent). In order to 
achieve a better geographic distribution of exchange partnerships around the 
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world, agreements with a number of smaller US herbaria were cancelled; infor¬ 
mal agreements with several local and overseas herbaria were formalised; and 
two new agreements were entered into. As a result, our herbarium (AK) now 
exchanges specimens with 18 other herbaria: 4 in New Zealand; 2 in Australia; 

1 in Hawaii; 1 in South America; 5 in North America; 2 in Britain; and 3 in 
Europe. 

Gifts of specimens, many very substantial, have been received from many 
individuals and institutions. Most notable amongst these are those from Dr R. 
E. Beever, Mr M. Bellingham, Mr P. J. Bellingham, Mr E. K. Cameron, Drs 
I. and O. Degener, Mr A. E. Esler, Dr R. O. Gardner, Mr E. D. Hatch, Dr 
and Mrs B. W. Hayward, Mr I. McFadden, Mr B. J. Mackinder, Mr R. P. 
Scofield, Sir John Smith Dodsworth, and Mr G. Straka. Valuable notebooks, 
papers, correspondence and specimens relating to the late Mrs P. Hynes’ work 
in the herbarium have been donated by her son, Mr M. Hynes. 

Ms Dawn M. Hendry, a former PEP worker in the herbarium, was appointed 
a permanent half-time technician in the Botany Department at the end of 1983. 
The presence of regular, trained assistance in the herbarium is greatly appreciated 
and Ms Hendry has settled well into her position. Mr E. B. Bangerter, Associate 
Botanist, has been forced to restrict his visits to the Museum and his curation 
of the adventive plant collections is missed. Flower paintings of Fanny Osborne 
by Miss J. H. Goulding, Honorary Research Associate in Botany, was publish¬ 
ed during the year. Miss Goulding has been identifying a large collection of 
ethnobotanical material from Southland Museum. Once again, a great deal of 
work has been successfully completed by the department’s devoted band of volun¬ 
tary assistants: Mrs J. Dow, Mrs C. Smith and Mrs M. Wright. 

There has been a noticeable increase in the number of geological enquiries 
this past year. Postal, telephone and personal enquiries would average five each 
week. The staff of the Geology Department of the University of Auckland have 
kindly assisted me on several occasions with difficult or specialised determina¬ 
tions. It is a matter of some concern that the Museum has no specialist in this 
popular field, and that adequate time cannot be found for the curation of the 
geological collections.

Conservator 

Karel Peters was appointed as Head of Conservation in October and Gerry 
Barton was promoted to the position of Conservator. 

Work over the last 12 months can be divided into three categories; the ongo¬ 
ing maintenance and conservation of general artefacts, like those of the whal¬ 
ing display in the Maritime Hall and others; the involvement with ‘Te Maori’ 
exhibition took most of the time of Gerry Barton, and later Karel Peters, and 
lastly the re-development of the Maori Hall displays. 

Most of the work for the ‘Te Maori’ exhibition consisted of cleaning and con¬ 
solidation and in general preparing the artefacts for their final departure to the 
United States in June 1984. Out of this work came a very interesting piece of 
research by Gerry Barton, on the use of red paints on Maori carvings by Museums 
since the late 19th century, which resulted in a re-thinking of the red paint pro- 
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cess. Red paint will be removed from some of our painted carvings to restore 
the former polychrome colours used by the Maori artists of the day, or the natural 
wooden appearance. This will enhance the intricate detail of the carving which 
is lost under the thick coats of paint. A noteable example, will be the Meeting 
House, Hotunui, in particular the arno and poupou in the porch. The right amo 
has now been removed to the conservation department and one of our interns 
has started to remove the red overpaints. 

For the re-development of the Maori Hall major conservation work has been 
carried out on Moriori artefacts and in particular on the dendroglyphs which 
needed urgent attention. The department is now engaged in the preparation and 
conservation of artefacts for the other new Maori displays. 

Work undertaken for regional museums was completed for Waikato, Tauranga 
and Whakatane Museums. Advice was given to the Government of Niue on 
display and conservation techniques for a piece of hiapa or tapa. Gerry Barton 
gave a talk on preventative conservation in a two day seminar in Kaikohe. 

Karel Peters was elected as an Auckland delegate to the Executive Commit¬ 
tee of New Zealand Professional Conservators Group and continued to serve 
on the Government’s Interim Committee for the Conservation of Cultural Pro¬ 
perty. Three interns will be working in the laboratory during 1984, funded by 
the Interim Committee. Greer Olson, the first intern who has almost finished 
her term with us, has been working on a variety of objects. 

The pressure on working space in the department has somewhat been reliev¬ 
ed by utilising space behind the Moriori display case where a mezzanine floor 
now provides for an office above and a wet conservation working area below.

Curator of Display 

This year has witnessed substantial changes in a number of areas, but most 
visibly in the Maori Court where we are undertaking the most extensive display 
redevelopment in the Museum’s history. Design work culminated in a one-tenth 
full size model to assist with final decisions on the placement of major objects 
and the new display units. It also convinced us of the need to install false walls 
on the two outer sides of the gallery, both to exclude harmful daylight (and 
thereby allow controlled artificial illumination) and also to provide uninterrupted 
surfaces for displays. Because this whole redevelopment project has been mind¬ 
ful of preserving the quality of the original architecture, these new walls will 
not detract from the appearance of the building. 

To convert our basic designs into reality the architectural firm of JASMaD 
was retained. Their management of the project, while demanding constant liaison 
with Museum staff, has relieved us of many of the concerns of supervising an 
installation of this scale. We are particularly indebted to Mr Chris Dale of 
JASMaD for his personal attention to our requirements. 

Apart from maintenance work on the roof and ceiling the previous year, the 
first visible step towards the new gallery was the erection of a barricade around 
the work area (with viewing ports to allow progress to be observed by visitors) 
and the removal of the original display cases which have long ceased to per- 
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form satisfactorily. As well as being more spacious, the replacement cases have 
flexible lighting and suspension systems, optimum security and access, and im¬ 
proved label and information panels. A selection of material from the dismantled 
western displays was placed elsewhere in the Maori galleries, and the travelling 
exhibition “Maori Carving Styles” was installed temporarily to provide addi¬ 
tional display material. 

It was decided that the Moriori display should be moved to a case opposite 
the Planetarium, at the entrance to the West Gallery. The Moriori display serv¬ 
ed as a practical introduction to the problems anticipated in the Maori redevelop¬ 
ment proper. All artefacts required individual conservation, and much experimen¬ 
tation of techniques and materials for means of display. Some 80 different custom 
moulded supports were designed and made for the adzes, awls, dendroglyphs, 
and so on now on exhibition in the renovated Moriori case. 

To help explain to our visitors the conservation programme being undertaken 
on the meeting house, Hotunui, a panel display was erected in the porch of the 
structure. The forthcoming Te Maori Exhibition has also involved the Display 
Department to a considerable extent. Our most substantial contribution here 
has been the production and installation of a full size photographic replica of 
the Te Kaha panels, to substitute for the originals during their absence overseas. 

Attention to other permanent display galleries has necessarily been reduced 
this year. However, the production of a new “Whaling and Sealing” case by 
Peter Gossage has almost concluded the modernisation of the Maritime Hall 
displays. Some display refurbishing has been undertaken in the silver and tex¬ 
tiles displays and mural panels commissioned by the Auckland Regional Authority 
were installed in the Auckland Landscapes Gallery. 

The Special Exhibitions Gallery continues to be utilised to a maximum, with 
seven of this year’s fourteen installations being the direct responsibility of the 
Museum. The usual wide range of exhibitions included a photographic record 
of this institution’s neighbourhood (“Newmarket — The Smallest Borough”), 
two botanical displays (“New Zealand’s Native Plants” and “Bonsai”), contem¬ 
porary Japanese Weaving (“Yukara Ori”) and hidden art treasures from our 
own library (“Auckland’s Best Kept Secret”). This year’s Christmas holiday spec¬ 
tacular was “About Face", an extensive assortment of human facial images from 
the Museum’s storage cupboards. A screenprinted poster featuring a Sepik mask 
further advertised the activities of the Museum. Interestingly, our 1982 Christmas 
exhibition, “Animals A-Z”, was loaned in part to Waikato Art Museum to sup¬ 
plement their own programme this year. Another special exhibition hosted by 
Auckland Museum was that of the “Wasa” material. Arranged in conjunction 
with the Oceans Society and the Swedish Embassy the artefacts and panels relating 
to the 17th Century Swedish warship were shown in the main foyer and Maritime 
Hall. 

Finally, the Display Department remains closely involved with such day to 
day Museum activities as the production of the quarterly “News” and other prin¬ 
ting requirements. Notable extras this year included the installation of a second 
noticeboard and a more effective donations box in the main foyer.

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Education Officer 

Attendances have increased 13% over last year and 33% since 1969. The ma¬ 
jor work of the Education Officers during the year has been in the provision 
of lessons, involving the interpretation of Museum displays, artefacts and 
specimens for a large proportion of the 38,000 visiting children. The promotion 
of the Earth Science programme, which involves much practical work, has in¬ 
creased the attendance of visitors in that area 139% since its inception in 1980. 
Maori studies (24%), Colonial Studies (11%) and Earth Science studies (10%) 
form the major subjects conducted through the year. As always, the Service 
caters for a wide range of subjects and requests. 

The aim of providing each teacher, visiting the Museum, with individual plan¬ 
ning for his/her specific lesson is being pursued with considerable success. The 
Education Board has provided the Service with a Minolta photocopier which 
has been of particular benefit to teachers and Education staff in the production 
of individual planning and resource material. There is an increasing demand 
by teachers and students for information from the Museum’s resources. The 
photocopier is an invaluable tool in supplying material for these requests and 
for individual plans of lessons. 

A major undertaking this year has been the production of a book entitled 
“An Introduction to New Zealand Prehistory: A Maori studies resource book 
and planning guide for teachers”. This book was written to fill a need for teachers 
to have accurate up-to-date information regarding NZ prehistory concerning 
the Maori and also assist teachers in planning lessons. Kathryn Rountree, a P.E.P. 
researcher, made a major contribution to the text. Illustrations were prepared 
by John McCaw (Art Technician). 

The many activity and information sheets which have been produced this year 
include: Maori Court-problem solving questions, Colonial Studies activity sheet, 
Geology Hall Crossword (FI,2), Rocks question sheet, Fossils questions sheet, 
Bones & Skeletons tour guide. Wreck of the Orpheus, Whaling & Sealing booklet 
and task sheet, Roman Artefact locations, North American Indian artefact list. 

Slide sets produced include World War I posters, Auckland Geology, the 
Orpheus wreck and Colonial Auckland 1860. 

Alterations have been carried out in the classroom to provide an extra large 
projection screen, a magnetic display board, 6 dimming ceiling lights and a new 
servery adjoining the kitchen area. The addition of a door to the kitchen area 
has provided secure storage for the Education Service’s holding of artefacts and 
specimens. These alterations add considerably to the enjoyment and effectiveness 
of the educational activities and provide a stimulating pleasant environment for 
students. 

Education Service staff have supported the Volunteer guide programme and 
contributed to the training of the guides. 

The Loan system has operated efficiently under the direction of John McCaw. 
This year Mr McCaw visited Northcote, Birkenhead, Mt Roskill and Mt Albert 
libraries during the school holidays to give lectures on the function & purpose 
of the Museum. This series of lectures has been very popular with young children. 
Several new displays have been constructed: early coach travel in NZ; the in¬ 
terior of an immigrant ship; and a bay-whaling hut. 
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Dugald Page, from the Auckland Teachers College worked at the Museum 
for the first term, under the Pilot Art Scheme, and produced 4 very useful schemes 
to help art teachers use the Museum’s collections. These were “Teaching with 
Masks’’, “Teaching with Circles”, “Teaching with Tools” and “Arthropods”.

Entomologist 

Mrs Jenny Gurr continued her curatorial assistance from time to time which 
was appreciated particularly in view of the lack of assistance from other sources 
through most of 1983. Assistance under the Project Employment Programme, 
which has been such a great help in past years, was not forthcoming last year, 
despite two applications. However, the Museum appointment of a permanent 
half-time technician in the Department is a big step forward. Rosemary Gilbert 
took up this position on 1st December and is assisting for two and a half days 
each week. Jennifer Robertson started the same day under a student assistance 
programme and worked full-time for three months during the student vacation. 
Both have contributed considerably to the everyday work of the Department 
and to catching up on a considerable backlog from last year. 

Many successful field trips were made during the year mostly using the Subaru 
research vehicle. Regular monthly collecting, to enable ongoing study of some 
interesting faunas, has been done in the far north from April 1983 to March 
1984, except for three mid-winter months. In October, I accompanied the 
Museum Ornithologist, Brian Gill, on an expedition to Little Barrier Island for 
two weeks. Mrs Verna Doyle, previously on the Museum staff, kindly agreed 
to act as field assistant and we were able to sample the aquatic fauna of several 
streams and carry out other collecting. Verna Doyle’s assistance then and with 
other field work is much appreciated. 

Long term studies on lacewings and aquatic insects are still in progress and 
some results were published in two papers in the Museum Records volume 20. 
Results of some insect dispersal studies in the South Pacific Ocean were also 
published in the same volume. These recorded a large amount of insect trapp¬ 
ing and collecting at sea, carried out with nets on ships in previous years on 
my behalf by Captain John Jenkins of the Union Steamship Co. I am grateful 
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for such an opportunity to gather wind carried insects. Trapping on ships has 
been continued since by John Jenkins in the Tasman Sea and around New Zealand 
coasts. 

An interesting paper by the late Digby Graham was also published in the 
Records volume 20. He had earlier recorded an Australian orchid in swamp land 
in the far north. Subsequently he had taken plants to Whangarei where he had 
observed pseudocopulation of the flowers by parasitic wasps, as occurs in 
Australia and which results in pollination of the orchids. In April 1983, I con¬ 
tacted Mr and Mrs R. Seymour on whose land the orchids were found and we 
searched plants in situ for such wasp activity. Finally, in early November, the 
Seymours observed and photographed the wasps on the flowers, just in time 
for a note to be added to Graham’s paper before publication. 

Bulletin No. 13 on “Carved Maori Burial Chests” by Aileen Fox was publish¬ 
ed in June, and the Records volume 20 in December.

Extension Officer 

Our scheme of circulating displays to the provincial area has continued. 
Although no new displays were made this year, reorganisation of existing displays 
has enabled me to open two new sites, one at Secondary Teachers’ College 
Auckland, and one at Hillcrest High School, Hamilton. There are now 75 display 
sites ranging from Taipa in the North to Opotiki and Taumarunui in the South. 
These displays, which are mainly in high schools, libraries, and other public 
places, are changed four times each year, and the editor of the local newspaper 
is notified of the change and given a brief description of the new display for 
inclusion in his paper. Some of the displays have been in use since 1958 and 
are showing the effects of time, to the extent that I have had to carry out repairs 
to twelve panels during the year. 

The use of the auditorium facilities by outside organisations has continued 
at a steady rate. There were about 180 bookings during the year, 80 being by 
Museum related groups. 

A measure of the increased use of Museum facilities can be gained from the 
door count of people entering the Museum after public hours, which has in¬ 
creased from 15,000 five years ago to 38,500 last year. These people would mostly 
be using the Auditorium or Exhibition Hall. This increased usage is not without 
its cost, particularly to the attendants who maintain a cheerful and helpful at¬ 
titude, often after working long hours. Appreciative remarks about them are 
often received from hirers of the Auditorium. 

Our newly formed team of volunteer guides have been in operation since 
December 1983. Although the numbers in individual tour groups tends to be 
small, nonetheless our guides have shown more than 1,250 visitors around various 
parts of the Museum in the last four months. The length of time visitors spend 
on a guided tour varies from as little as fifteen minutes to as long as three hours, 
but the average tour would appear to be of about one hour’s duration. 

Fourteen special exhibitions were held in 1983 covering a field ranging over 
natural history, science, craft, photography, postal history, antiques and bon- 
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sai. Outside organisations mounting exhibitions receive considerable help from 
our Display Department and other staff including myself. I am responsible for 
booking and timetabling the exhibitions, for seeing that the exhibitions get in 
and out of the building when they are setting up; and for the supply of some 
of the materials they need. Fifteen special exhibitions have been planned for 1984. 

More than 5700 copies of our popular publications have been sold in the past 
year, the majority by mail order. The invoicing, dispatch and accounting re¬ 
quired for the volume of goods is quite considerable and I would like to 
acknowledge the efficiency with which our Receptionist and Accounts Depart¬ 
ment have carried out their duties, often under considerable pressure. 

The Planetarium continues to generate considerable popular interest in 
Astronomy. During the year 696 public sessions were held. In addition 232 school 
and special lectures were given by Mr Freeth. These included Scout and Pathfinder 
groups. Lectures on Astronavigation were given to various groups including per¬ 
sonnel from the Royal New Zealnd Infantry Regiment. This lecture was integrated 
as part of a Combat Survival Course and made the students aware of the im¬ 
portance of being able to navigate by means other than the standard compass.

Liaison Officer 

As the Liaison service develops there has been a significant increase in re¬ 
quests for museological assistance of all kinds. In recognition of the various 
needs and interests of museum groups the forms of assistance are necessarily 
diverse and flexible. To date major services include visits to museums and con¬ 
sultation with staff, technical advice, distribution of printed material, plann¬ 
ing, organisation and co-ordination of training workshops, publication and 
distribution of a newsletter and liaison with curators and specialists. The need 
to establish and maintain contacts with other resource people and organisations 
to assist liaison service museums is seen as particularly important. 

Museum visits remain an important contact point for the service. Concerns 
raised have been broad, including display presentation and interpretation, storage, 
collection, registration and documentation, artefact loans and identification, 
conservation, the establishment of museums, museum security, education, and 
funding sources. Assistance with locating archival supplies and specialised 
reference material was also given. 

Visits to museums by Conservators have been arranged for nine museums, 
where specific reports were undertaken on improving museum conditions for 
collections, and recommendations given for artefacts requiring treatment. 

Contacts with others associated with aspects of liaison service work included 
meetings with representatives from the National Library, New Zealand Film Ar¬ 
chive, National Archive and Alexander Turnbull Library. I attended an Educa¬ 
tion Resource Course at Lopdell House which provided a forum to discuss the 
organisation of education resource networks operating throughout New Zealand. 
“An Introduction to Preventative Paper Conservation” was organised in 
Whangarei for museum groups in Northland, tutored by Mr Kulka, Conser¬ 
vator at the Auckland City Art Gallery. 
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I attended the AGMANZ Ethnographic Collections and Education Workshops 
held in Auckland and Palmerston North respectively. Both provided practical 
and varied exercises relevant to my work and further chances to consider issues 
in these fields. The Museum Education Officers’ Association NZ Conference, 
“Where to Now”, held at the Museum of Transport and Technology was at¬ 
tended. Museums are important educational resources for their community and 
the meeting gave an excellent overview of current directions, problems and 
activities. 

I was one of the guest speakers at the annual Waikato-King Country-Bay of 
Plenty Museums’ Meeting held in Putaruru when some seventy people from 
museums throughout the area were present. In my address to the meeting 1 em¬ 
phasised the need for all museums to develop and maintain high standards in 
their museum work. 1 also spoke at the Clevedon and Huia Museum Society 
Annual General Meetings, and attended the official museum openings of the 
Waiheke Island Historical Society Museum and the Northland Regional Museum. 

1 was elected as a member of the Art Galleries and Museums Assoc. NZ Council 
and appointed convenor of the Liaison Officer sub-committee. It was a par¬ 
ticularly full year for the sub-committee which was delegated the responsibility 
for drafting a report for the Art Galleries and Museums Scheme Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to the Department of Internal Affairs. The Liaison services are substan¬ 
tially funded from the Scheme and the report was to provide guidance for the 
committee in its future distribution of these funds. The report covered a review 
of the present situation and outlined national objectives for the service. At the 
invitation of the Art Galleries and Museums Scheme Advisory Committee, liaison 
officers were present at the meeting when applications for grants were considered. 
Liaison Officers’ knowledge of particular museum projects for which grant 
monies were being sought was seen as a useful guide for the Committee. 

Three issues of Museletter were published this year and distributed free to 
museums in the region. An information brochure Museum’s Liaison Service was 
produced to provide a background and outline of the service offered here. An 
article “The Outreach Service at Auckland Institute and Museum” was publish¬ 
ed in June issue of AGMANZ News.

Librarian 

During the year a milestone was achieved with the addition of two further 
library staff members, Mr Edmond Sun and Miss Victoria Bell. Already the 
new staff members have made their presence felt and the library is functioning 
much more efficiently. 

The staff additions were part of recommendations made by Mr Roy Carroll, 
Librarian, Manukau Public Libraries, in the course of a report to the Museum 
council. Further recommendations were approved by Council and have since 
been implemented. New shelving was purchased to house the library’s fine col¬ 
lection of atlases and rare books. The existing library work space was extended 
to give a secure area for books awaiting cataloguing. 

Public awareness of the library is increasingly evident. The Photograph Col¬ 
lection supplies several thousand copy prints each year to library users and there 
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is widespread use of photographs, manuscripts and other material in many 
publications. 

Another quite different service is inter-library loan. During the year Mrs Fit- 
zgibbon processed 837 requests from other libraries for books and periodical 
articles from other libraries. Our own requests to other libraries totalled 119. 

Continuing support is given to the library by many members, in the form of 
voluntary assistance, donations of books and other library materials and dona¬ 
tions to the Members’ Library Purposes Fund. Donations to the Fund resulted 
in the purchase of further microfilms of the Weekly News, for the years 
1911-1926. These microfilms will lessen wear on this most significant Auckland 
newspaper, now heavily in demand for its photographic supplements. The Fund 
also made possible the purchase of further microfilms of lists for British 
Regiments stationed in New Zealand during the last century. 

There were many noteable accessions. Mr J. W. Goodwin, a good friend of 
the library for many years died in November and bequeathed his entire collec¬ 
tion. Descendants of the late Mr J. M. Totich presented a large group of his 
papers. Mrs B. Westwood gave a collection of 100 World War II posters and 
a selection of over 200 theatre and concert programmes dating from the 1930s. 
The Auckland Star presented several hundred information files on New Zealand 
public companies. Mr Ron Brownson gave a further group of 500 glass 
photographic negatives by the late Professor McGregor showing the Waipoua 
Kauri Forest. Mrs M. A. Boswell presented The Printers’ International Specimen 
Exchange, 1881, containing many colourful typographical examples. Mr S. 
Jelicich lent copies of Zora, a Croatian newspaper published in Auckland, 
1914-1917. These supplemented our own holdings of Zora and we now have 
a microfilm available which contains all known issues of this rare newspaper. 
Many important items were added to the Manuscript Collection notably the large 
bequest of the papers of Mrs Ruth M. Ross, one of New Zealand’s most respected 
historians. The letter book of Captain Thomas Broun, 1st Waikato Regiment, 
1860-1865, was donated by Mr H. M. Rodewald. Mrs J. M. Bilkey presented 
her manuscript on Anton and William Seuffert, New Zealand craftsmen skilled 
in cabinet-making and inlaying. In accordance with the wishes of the descen¬ 
dants of Vicesimus Lush the manuscripts of his Waikato Journals have now 
been handed to the library by their editor, Mrs Alison Drummond. This now 
means that almost all significant original Lush material is held in this library. 
Finally Miss J. E. Veale donated a collection of letters and newspaper clippings 
on the Mair Family. 

The rapid growth of genealogical research continues. The Auckland Death 
Notices Index, 1911-1975 continues to build in the hands of the North Shore 
Group, New Zealand Society of Genealogists and I am grateful to the members 
of this group for their valuable and entirely voluntary efforts. I wish to thank 
Mrs Verna Mossong, who conducted several genealogical groups through the 
library and who also made several indexes available for copying. The genealogical 
knowledge and expertise of Mrs Rie Fletcher of my own staff is also much ap¬ 
preciated. All library staff attended a one day seminar on Genealogical Resources 
in Auckland Libraries organised by the Auckland Branch of the New Zealand 
Library Association. I discussed our holdings in some detail and prepared two 
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leaflets for seminar participants, describing the collections in the library and 
the holdings of genealogical interest. Copies of these leaflets are available upon 
request. Maori genealogical research was discussed at a seminar in our library. 
Mr Simmons provided for librarians present valuable insights into the interpreta¬ 
tion of whakapapa. 

The library continues to acquire books and journals in the field of museum 
studies. This year another grant was received from AGM ANZ for the purchase 
of museological items and the library continues to make these materials available 
to AGMANZ Diploma students. Mr Sun has compiled Museology and related 
literature held in the Auckland Institute and Museum Library, February 1984, 
which is available free to Diploma students and at a cost of $4.00 to the public. 

At a meeting of the Ex Libris Society in May members welcomed the oppor¬ 
tunity to inspect the Library’s extensive collections of bookplates and bookplate 
literature. Other groups visiting the library included Otahuhu College pupils stu¬ 
dying Northland history, members of the Auckland Lyceum Club’s Library Com¬ 
mittee, and local authority representatives who were shown some of the library’s 
old and rare scientific books and periodicals. 1 spoke to members of the Auckland 
Victoria League about some of the Library’s treasures. Among overseas visitors 
were Ms Joan Schwartz, National Photography Collection, Public Archives of 
Canada, examining New Zealand photographs taken during the gold rush era 
and Miss Philippa Cheeseman, who is assembling material towards a biography 
of Thomas Frederic Cheeseman. 

After four years as Library Assistant Diane Calder left to join the University 
of Auckland library. Her place has been taken by Mrs Mary Fitzgibbon, who 
has had varied library experience and who has already worked in our library 
on several occasions. We were again able to employ several persons under tem¬ 
porary employment schemes. Melanie Mills and Peter Roche worked under the 
Artwork Scheme on the Sparrow Industrial Photography Collection. Adrian 
Beasley was employed as a student assistant, to catalogue manuscript papers. 

I am grateful to Mrs Margaret Nash and the members of the Women’s Ar¬ 
chives Committee for their hard work and support, in particular Mrs M. Car- 
ruthers, Mrs B. Holt, Mrs A. Harrison, Mrs G. Mason, Mrs N. Moore and 
Mrs S. Ross. I should also like to pay tribute to the late Miss Marjorie Paterson 
who worked so tirelessly for this collection for many years, and who compiled 
many individual biographies. 

Again the library benefited greatly from its voluntary supporters. Regular 
voluntary assistants are: Mr S. G. Brooker, Mrs M. Calder, Rev. Dr. A. B. 
Catley, Miss O. G. Poole and Mrs P. Sayes. This year we also welcomed Mrs 
Alison Davies, formerly of the Canterbury Museum Library and Miss Wendy 
McMyn. I am pleased that my predecessor, Miss Enid Evans, is now able to 
give us voluntary support. Mr R. S. Fletcher re-drew a badly faded original 1842 
plan of Auckland, and Mrs Nola Easdale comprehensively indexed and colour- 
coded the architectural plans of this Museum. Miss Maureen Kelly compiled 
scrapbooks of the South Auckland Courier. Mr J. P. Webster helped to iden¬ 
tify many early photographs. Miss Masako Morimoto worked as part of a stu¬ 
dent community involvement scheme. Mr A. E. Tonson continued to maintain 
the New Zealand Roll of Arms, a copy of which is held in our library. Finally, 
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I should like to thank our two contract photographers Mrs Anne Carpenter and 
Mr Peter Brennan for their co-operation during the year. 

I continued as a member of the Northern Archives and Records Trust which 
is duly registered as a charitable trust. Its formation is a major step forward 
for the preservation and storage of historical records in the Auckland area. An 
executive officer, Mr H. L. Francis, has been appointed and it is hoped that 
the Trust will be able to ensure that valuable historical material of many types, 
which would otherwise be at risk, will be preserved. I also continued to serve 
as a member of the Management Committee of Ewelme Cottage and as a member 
of the Kinder House Committee. The Dictionary of New Zealand Biography 
is planned for 1990 and I am serving as member of the Auckland Working Par¬ 
ty gathering information for inclusion in this important work.

Malacologist 

The Department has continued to provide services to the public with iden¬ 
tifications, advice on collecting, cleaning and storing of specimens, scientific 
literature and other pertinent information. I take this opportunity to record my 
thanks to Dr A. W. B. Powell, for his continued assistance with enquiries relating 
to New Zealand Mollusca. 

Assistance with identifications, and taxonomic and other problems was given 
to Mr A. J. Da Motta, Bangkok; Dr D. Bosch, Muscat, Sultanate of Oman; 
Aro Pacific Ltd, Auckland; Dr Subba Rao, Dr N. Dey and Dr H. Mookherjee, 
Zoological Survey of India, Calcutta; Dr N. Coleman, Marine Science 
Laboratory, Ministry of Conservation, Victoria, Australia; Mr S. Best, An¬ 
thropology Department, Auckland University; Dr A. Kohn, University of 
Washington, Seattle; Dr H. Turner, Swiss Federal Institue of Forestry Research; 
Dr W. Zeidler, South Australian Museum, Adelaide; Dr E. Meyer, Munich, 
Germany; Seventh Day Adventist Mission, Auckland; Dr H. Sarasua, Academia 
de Ciencias, Havana, Cuba, and the Hawaiian Malacological Society, Honolulu. 

During the year loans of type-specimens of New Zealand molluscs have been 
made to Dr A. Waren, University of Goeteborg, Sweden, and Dr P. Bouchet, 
Museum National d’Histoire Naturelle, Paris. Specimens of Lepetidae have been 
forwarded on loan to Mr B. Marshall, National Museum of NZ, Wellington; 
conidae to Dr D. Roeckel, Darmstadt, Germany, and fossil molluscan types for 
illustration in a book on New Zealand Cenozoic Mollusca, to Dr A. Beu, NZ 
Geological Survey, Lower Hutt. Murray Savidon Photography borrowed several 
Mediterranean shells for a Feltex carpet promotion. Several hundred specimens 
borrowed several years ago towards research on the family Turridae, have now 
been returned to the British Museum (Natural History), London. Negatives of 
type-specimens of molluscs have been sent on loan to Dr H. Rehder, Smithso¬ 
nian Institution, Washington, and Dr D. Roeckle, Darmstadt, Germany. 

The Smithsonian Institution, Washington, has donated two paratypes of the 
newly described sinistral turrid Borsonia brasiliana Tippett, 1983. A paratype 
of Conus cernohorskyi da Motta, 1983, has also been donated to our Museum 
by the author.

AIM Ann Report 
1983 to 1984 


Visitors to the Department were Dr Creese from the University of Auckland 
Marine Laboratory, Leigh, who researched our collections of Chitonidae; Dr 
R. Tucker Abbott, Melbourne, Florida photographed all our land-snail type 
specimens for his book “Compendium of land-shells”; Mr Jeffs from Auckland 
University’s “Save our snails” Society examined our collection of New Zealand 
land snails; a group of 13 malacologists from the U.S.A. under the leadership 
of Dr J. Green, visited the Department where they examined our collection, 
library and other facilities. Mr R. Nicol, Anthropology Department, Auckland 
University, examined our collections of Turbo, and Mr R. Milhau, a doctoral 
student from the Zoology Department, Auckland University, studied our col¬ 
lection of Ostracoda types. Dr B. Litved, South African Museum, Cape Town, 
examined our collections, library and other facilities. 

During the year 1 worked on molluscan collections from the environs of 
Muscat, Sultanate of Oman, fossil species of Naticidae from Pliocene-Pleistocene 
deposits of Viti Levu, Fiji Islands, recent material from the Solomon Islands, 
and shells from archaeological midden sites of Lakeba, Lau group, Fiji. After 
12 months of intermittent research, molluscs collected by the “Corindon” ex¬ 
pedition to Indonesia and the “Musorstom” expedition to the Philippines, and 
submitted by the Museum National d’Histoire Naturelle, Paris for classifica¬ 
tion, have been identified and returned to Paris. A short, three-day field trip 
was made to beaches north of Auckland, where some intertidal marine molluscs 
were obtained. 

A manuscript dealing with the systematics of the family Nassariidae has been 
completed for publication as the next Bulletin of the Auckland Institute and 
Museum. The manuscript is with the printers. Another manuscript entitled 
“Mitridae of the world - Part 2”, consisting of 300 typed pages, 154 black & 
white and 4 colour plates, has been completed and forwarded for publication 
in “Monographs in Mollusca” in the United States. 

The Department has continued to provide quarters for the monthly meetings 
of the Auckland Institute and Museum Conchology Section. I also would like 
to take the opportunity to thank Mrs I. Powell, who has been sorting and labelling 
specimens from the Munro collection purchased 2 years ago, and Mr N. Gard¬ 
ner, a member of the Conchology Section, who has done an excellent job in 
re-arranging our collections and labelling latest acquisitions.

Marine Biologist 

Through the generous assistance of Mr Alan Hart, a fisherman-deckhand 
working from Nelson, we have been fortunate to gain many lesser known fishes 
and crabs from offshore waters in the depth range 500-1000 metres. This outstan¬ 
ding collection includes many intact specimens of the more delicate and bizarre 
fishes, often not previously represented in our collections or known only from 
damaged fragments. This particularly applies to the thread-like snipe and gulper 
eels, as well as the lure bearing dragon and anglerfishes which are present amongst 
this material. Throughout the later half of the year Alan has been a continuous 
donor and has shown a keen interest in the deep water environment and specimen 
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identification. In a reciprocal fashion, copies of catalogue entry photographs 
and guidance notes for identifications have been sent for his personal use. 

Consignments of larger deepwater species, those more regularly associated 
with the commercial fishery have been received from other sources, particular¬ 
ly from R.V. Shinkai Maru (J. Mace, A. Johnston) through Fisheries Manage¬ 
ment Division, Nelson. 

A special concern over the lack of information and specimens of small coastal 
fishes was met on a more precise scale using scuba diving and collecting-by¬ 
hand techniques. These fishes have an intimate lifestyle with the sea bottom and 
associated epi-fauna, normally escaping conventional collecting methods. In 
February, a highlight for these activities was a joint-party field trip, with col¬ 
leagues from the Fish Department, National Museum, along mid-northern coasts. 
This work was successful for the improved range in resources and opportunities 
available to us and ensured that collections in both museums received the widest 
possible coverage in specimens and habitats samples. 

As part of a newly devised standard procedure for cataloguing marine 
biological collections, a separate entry index card system was introduced. The 
need to transfer and gain new data against a large backlog collection created 
a considerable additional Workload which was partially met by the temporary 
employment of Annabelle Oliver under the student employment scheme, and 
later some volunteer assistance from Marion Bruyns. Thankfully these efforts 
have reduced the final stages of the project to a more manageable level. 

In collaboration with the Oceans Society a special temporary exhibition of 
relics from the Royal Swedish Warship WASA, 1682, was displayed over a period 
of almost two months, following the Oceans ’83 annual congress. Amongst these 
items a large bronze cannon (approx. 1150kg) took prominence, though not 
without some logistic problems for both transport and placement within the 
Museum’s entrance foyer. Mr Lars-Ake Kvaring, Wasa Museum, a guest speaker 
to the Oceans ’83 programme, visited the department during the display and 
a copy set of Wasa ship plans were presented to us.

Ornithologist 

Reorganising the collections was again a major preoccupation. A new number¬ 
ing system was devised and put to use for new accessions of birds, the existing 
catalogues becoming “dead” files. A printed catalogue card was introduced to 
succeed the blank ones formerly used. During the year I checked all bird nests, 
ratite eggs and birds in spirit to ensure they were properly registered, labelled 
and housed. For help with this and with the processing of new accessions I thank 
Debbie Harding, Kathy Barrow and Paul Scofield who gave time as volunteers. 
A reorganisation of space in the department made room for a workbench to 
facilitate the handling of specimens. 

About 130 specimens, mainly birds were received from the public during the 
year, 50 being prepared on contract by taxidermists and others being treated 
in the department. Notable among these accessions were various specimens of 
rare birds saved for the Museum by C. R. Veitch (Wildlife Service) and T. G. 
Lovegrove, and a large consignment from R. Cooney of Warkworth. In addi-

lion, the New Zealand Herpetological Society and J. Robb each presented a 
large collection of New Zealand lizards. A paratype of Archey’s frog was given 
to the British Museum (Natural History) in exchange for a paralectotype of 
Smith’s skink. 

Some 350 specimens were lent out this year, more than half for educational 
purposes and more than a quarter to artists. Several artists were encouraged 
to set up their easels in the department to have access to rare specimens or study- 
skins that are not lent out. About 20 visitors with a scientific interest in the col¬ 
lection called to study specimens. 1 gave two lectures on New Zealand’s herpeto- 
I'auna to a university Continuing Education course and spoke three times to bird¬ 
watching societies. 

The Herpetological Society held a meeting at the Museum at which I showed 
members the research collection of amphibians and reptiles. 

I attended three conferences during the year, one in Christchurch and two 
locally. The 81st annual congress of the Royal Australasian Ornithologists’s 
Union, the main Australian ornithological society, was held in Auckland in 
September 1983 and I organised the programme of speakers. To continue trans- 
Tasman ornithological links the RAOU paid most of the airfare so that I could 
be a “visiting member” at their Research Committee meeting in Melbourne in 
February 1984. 1 have been appointed to the Checklist Committee of the Or¬ 
nithological Society of New Zealand and to the Council of the Miranda 
Naturalists’ Trust. 

In October I spent 13 days on Little Barrier Island studying Whiteheads with 
I. G. McLean. During my travels in the year I was able to study displays and 
talk to curators at Canterbury Museum, the National Museum (twice), Wanganui 
Museum, the Museum of Victoria (Melbourne) and the Australian Museum 
(Sydney). A very useful day was spent in Canberra at the Australian National 
Wildlife Collection (CS1RO).

Curator of War Collections 

Temporary displays set up this year included a display of World War II escape 
equipment, the uniform and commission of a member of the Otamatea Rifle 
volunteers of about 1905; a display of English and German flare pistols; British 
Bayonets, a collection of souvenirs of the Palestine campaign of World War 
I and Medals of World War I and II. These displays are not intended to last 
more than one year. In addition, two display cases have been set aside to show 
new accessions, in order to show gifts which may not otherwise be available 
to the public for some time. 

Additions to our permanent displays are a new set of flags over the World 
War I Shrine, kindly donated by Mr B. Fletcher our Senior Attendant. 

We have been fortunate to obtain a ‘Siren Suit’, a garment worn by civilian 
fire watchers who manned the tops of buildings. Braving the rain of shell 
fragments and bombs, they would spot and report outbreaks of fire. The suit, 
although rather shapeless, was comfortable and Sir Winston Churchill wore one 
on many occasions. 
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The demonstration model of the Rolls Royce Merlin Aero engine has been 
restored to operating condition thanks to the enthusiasm of Mr R. Rutherford 
and Mr F. Brennan, who not only installed an electric motor to drive the mov¬ 
ing parts which needed much cleaning and lubrication, but also repaired the 
lighting circuits. With a push button installed, the exhibit can now be operated 
by visitors. 

Work on the reorganisation of the uniform collection is drawing to a close. 
Most of the items having been identified and restored to the uniforms to which 
they belonged. We now have nearly 250 uniforms or parts of uniforms, many 
of them of considerable interest either historically or because of their associa¬ 
tion with their original owners. 

I have cleaned and oiled our collection of daggers and “Eastern” weapons. 
Many of these had lost their catalogue numbers and had to be reconciled with 
the catalogue entries or re-catalogued. As a result, this collection of over 70 
weapons is now in a condition where it can be used more freely. 

During the year several talks on the history of firearms were given to senior 
high school students who were making replica weapons as part of their course. 
They paid a subsequent visit to photograph and measure selected weapons. I 
also conducted a seminar on the classification and care of firearms at Kaikohe 
Museum to a group of about 15 people gathered from the museums of the North. 
The International Military Arms Society has again been most helpful. They have 
twice cleaned and oiled the firearms collections, which is no small task. Their 
major effort was to stage an outstanding exhibition of arms under the title of 
‘Kiwis at War’. The weapons displayed covered the period from the New Zealand 
Wars to Vietnam. Admission was charged to the exhibition which was open for 
one weekend, all proceeds being donated to the fund for the restoration of the 
Walsh Bros. Flying School film. 1 would like to record our thanks for their 
generous help. 

Among the accessions made during the year several are of particular interest. 
There is the siren suit already described; a white anti-flash helmet and gloves 
often seen in photographs but rare as collectors items; a British bayonet recovered 
from Maj-Gen Urquhart’s Fleadquarters at Arnhem after the Germans had driven 
them out; a wooden rattle which makes a truly magnificent noise, used for gas 
attack warning in World War 1. Also a cardboard jigsaw puzzle, of a map of 
Europe, made in New' Zealand during World War II; the purchaser is invited 
to help “put Europe back together again”. Donors of these and other items are 
acknowledged elsewhere in this report.

Astronomy Section 


Regular monthly meetings were held by the Auckland Astronomical Society 
in 1983. In April, Dr Patrick Moore visited New Zealand and lectured to Socie¬ 
ty members as well as to the Auckland Institute and Museum. Dr John Dyson, 
visiting astronomer at the Anglo-Australian Telescope, addressed the Society 
on Quasars. 
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A weekend symposium was held at the Observatory in October, with F. P. 
Andrews of Carter Observatory and members from Hamilton, Whangarei, 
Whakatane and Te Aroha societies attending. 

The Observatory was open to the public every Tuesday evening and group 
visits were arranged regularly on Wednesday evenings. There was a marked in¬ 
crease in attendance of daytime school groups. The public, school and other 
children’s groups were catered for regularly at the Kumeu Observatory. 

Visual observations of variable stars for 1983 were about 7000, in spite of 
poor weather, bringing the total since the opening of the Observatory in 1967 
to over 82,000. 230 occultation timings were made in 1983. 

B. F. Marino, W. S. G. Walker and R. V. Freeth presented a paper on EX 
Hydrae to the Close Binary Conference in Haifa, Israel. H. O. Williams and 
B. F. Marino presented a paper to the Third Latin American Regional Meeting 
in Buenos Aires on NGC 2346. Other publications included two papers to the 
1BVS, three short papers for Publications of the Variable Star Section, RASNZ, 
and four papers for Southern Stars. W. S. G. Walker and B. F. Marino also 
collaborated on an IAU Commission 27 programme on Flare Stars and RS 
Canum Venaticorum Stars. 

Research continued on Dwarf Novae, Cepheids and Mira variable stars, with 
three-colour UBV measures of light curves. R. V. Freeth continued his doctoral 
research on Dwarf Novae.

Conchology Section 

Our membership throughout New Zealand and overseas remains around 230. 
Between 30 and 50 members attend our monthly meeting held on the third Tues¬ 
day evening of each month at the Museum. 

We were privileged to have a visit by Dr R. Tucker Abbott of the United States 
of America who gave an excellent coloured slide presentation on land snails. 
Other guests were Prof. John Morton of Auckland University and Mr Bob Creese 
of Leigh Laboratory. Other meetings were led by our own members, detailing 
collecting trips they had made, and offering advice on cleaning and storage of 
a shell collection. The late Mr Barker’s collection was auctioned to a good number 
of keen bidders when most members present were able to fill gaps in their respec¬ 
tive collections.

The Auckland Maritime Society’s 26th year has been a successful one, with 
the usual pattern of monthly meetings being held, except in December. All but 
one of the programmes were presented from within the membership indicating 
the wide interests of the members. The exception was the September meeting 
when Mr Ron Bird, the personnel co-ordinator for HMAV “Bounty” gave a 
most interesting account of the making of the latest Bounty mutiny film. 

The Society’s 25th Jubilee dinner held at Cheltenham was attended by 70 
members and guests and took the place of the October meeting. Guest speaker 
at the dinner was Mr John Crisp who gave a lively account of his apprenticeship 
days in Port Line ships during the 1930’s. 

In September, a group of 37 members and friends visited the Chapel of St 
Christopher at the Devonport Naval Base combined with a visit to the Naval 
Museum. A summer excursion to Puhoi was undertaken in the Blue Boats launch 
Roloili in February. 

The financial membership now stands at 184 compared with 169 in the previous 
year and we have 8 new members enrolled for the forthcoming year. While the 
Society remains in a sound financial position it has been deemed prudent to 
raise the membership subscriptions to counter rising costs which include hall 
rental and newsletter publication creating a fine line between ‘profit and loss’. 
Although a certain amount of uncertainty surrounds the continued use of the 
Seafarers’ Centre as a meeting place, there has been no further move by the 
Seafarers’ Society or the Auckland Harbour Board to vacate the building. We 
are of course grateful to the Seaman’s Mission for permitting us the continued 
use of the Seafarers’ Centre. 

The Auckland Maritime Museum Trust has advertised for applications for 
the post of Museum Director. To date, no firm decision has been made as to 
the acquisition of a venue and consequently no more can be said at this stage 
as to the expected opening date of the museum. In the meantime the Auckland 
Harbour Board must be thanked for their continued support of the scheme to 
establish a maritime museum in Auckland.

NOTES TO THE ACCOUNTS FOR YEAR ENDED 31st MARCH 1984 


STATEMENT OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

These accounts have been prepared in accordance with general accounting 
principles recommended by the New Zealand Society of Accountants for 
the measurement and reporting of earnings and financial position on a 
historical cost basis. 

The following particular accounting principles which materially affect the 
measurement of income, and of the overall financial position as disclosed 
by these financial statements, have been applied:- 

(a) Stocks 

Stocks in all instances are valued at the lower of cost or net realisable 
market value. Adequate provision has been made for obsolescence, 
deterioration, or damage. 

(b) Investments 

(i) The book value of shares and some Government and Local 
Authority stocks represents the market value pertaining at the date 
of gift or bequest. 

(ii) Kent Street property is shown at the Government valuation at the 
date of the gift. 

(iii) Overseas investments, including bank balances, have been converted 
to New Zealand currency at rates of exchange ruling on 31st March 
1984. 

(iv) Other investments, including the Vaile Trust property at Wiri, are 
shown at cost. 

(c) Fixed Assets 

Fixed Assets are shown at cost in the balance sheet. Collections which 
have been donated or bequeathed to the Museum are not included due 
to the nature and impracticability of valuing such assets. 

(d) Depreciation 

(i) All Furniture and Fittings, Displays, Equipment and Tools 
(including Motor Vehicles) are depreciated on a straight-line basis 
in accordance with the estimated economic lives of the assets, and 
the sum so provided is transferred to Reserve. 

(ii) No depreciation is provided for the Building; instead, lump sum 
transfers, as determined by Council, are normally made each year 
to Building Maintenance Reserve. Following an Audit Department 
ruling, the procedure adopted last year of charging routine 
maintenance directly to the Reserve has not been repeated. In future, 
such items will be charged separately to Income and Expenditure 
Account, as was done prior to the 1982/83 financial year. 

(iii) Depreciation on the Vaile Trust building at Wiri and the W.L. 
Cooke building, Newmarket, has been provided for at standard 
rates on a straight-line basis. 
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(e) Trusts, Endowments, etc 

Funds received for special purposes are placed in a reserve, and 
recognised as income in the year in which such funds (or the interest 
arising from them) are spent. 

(0 Income 

(i) Revenue from sales and services includes both cash and credit sales. 
Bad debts have been written off where appropriate. 

(ii) Investment income is included on an accrual basis, except that in¬ 
terest received from sums on term deposit is recorded on a cash 
basis. 

There are no changes in accounting policies as compared with the previous 
year (other than that referred to in paragraph (ii) under the heading of 
“Depreciation”).
